ITALIANS  ARE  HEAVILY 

OUTNUMBERED  BY  ENEMY 


LONDON,  Oct.  28.— It  is  estimated  in  an  exchange 
telegraph  despatch  from  Rome  that  the  Itahans  are 
opposed  on  the  front  of  the  Austro-German  attack  by 
forces  four  times  their  number.

__^ 28.— The  forces  engaged  in  the  attack 

on  the  Italian  army  consist  of  350  Austrian  battahons, 
reinforced  by  ten  German  divisions,  according  to  the 
Petit  Parisiene's  correspondent  on  the  Italian  fropt. 

Both  Emperor  Charles  and  General  von  Ludendorff, 
the  German  First  Quartermaster-General,  are  at 
present  supervising  the  operations. 


PARIS,  Oct  28.— The  Cabinet  met  tolday  to  determine 
upon  the  co-opention  of  the  Allies  on  the  Italian  front 
Pkvndent  Poincare  presided.  ^ 

BERLIN,  via  London,  Oct.  28.— The  capture  of 
100,000  Italians  and  more  than  700  guns  is  reported  in  the 
official,  communication  from  headquarters  tonight.  The 
communication  says  that  the  Italian  second  and  third 
armies  arc  in  retreat.  *  '  ^^     - 

The  text  of  the  statement  reads: 
"The  Italian  second  and  third  armies  are  in  retreat  to- 
wards the  west.  OW*parsuit  is  advancing  rapidly  from  the 
mountains  as  far  as  the  sea.  Up  to  the  .present  100,000  pris- 
oners and  700  guns  have  been  enumerated." 

An  earlier  official  communication  reports  that  the 
Austro-Germans  have  fo  reed  their  way  through  the  moun- 
tains into  the  plains  of  Northern  Italy.  The  town  of 
Cividalc  has  been  captured.  The  city  of  Gorijsia  on  the 
Isonzo  has  also  been  captured.  The  Italians  at  this  pomt 
have  retired  across  the  Isonzo. 

Surrender  Without  Fighting 
ROME,  Oct.  28.— Units  of  the  Italian  secondary  army 
surrendered  or  retreated  without  fighting,  permitting  the 
Austro-German  forces  to  break  the  Italian  left  wing  on  the 
Julien  front,  says  today's  official  report.  The  Italians  are 
now  retreating  in  accordance  with  the  plan  prepared.  The 
announcement  reads  as  follows: 

'The  failure  to  resist  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  units* 
forming  our  second  army,  which,  in  cowardice,  retired 
without  fighting  or  surrendered  to  the  enemy,  allowed  tjje 
Austro-German  forces  to  break  into  our  left  wing  on  the 
Julian  front.  The  valiant  efforts  of  other  troops  did  not 
enable  them  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  advancing  into 
the  sacred  soil  of  ©ur  Fatherland.  We  are  now  withdraw- 
ing our  line  according  to  the  plan  proposed.  All  stores  and 
tlcpots  in  the  evacuated  places  were  destroyed. 

"The  record  of  many  memorable  battles  fought  with 
success  by  our  brave  troops  during  the  two  and  one  hal' 
years  of  war  is   sufficient   to  assure   the  Commander-in- 
-Chief that  the  army,  to  which  the  honor  and  safety  of  the 
country  are  confided,  will  know  how  to  fulfill  its  duty."

BY  THE  CANADIAN  OVERSEAS  CORRESPON- 
DENT, CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN  FRANCE:, 
Oct.  27,  via  London. — For  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
persistent  fighting  has  been  going  on  on  the  Canadian 
front.  To  the  left  of  the  advance  the  splendid  success 
gained  yesterday  in  the  capture  of  Bellevue  Spur  has  been 
followed  by  the  final  defeat  of  enemy  forces  at  Laamkeck. 
Very  heavy  resistance  was  encountered  at  both  of  these 
points,  the  enemy  machine  guns  and  artillery  fire  being 
severe,  but  the  Germans  were  finally  driven  out,  after  hard 
hand-to-hand  fighting  in  which  our  infantry  stormed  their 
positions  and  captured  their  formidable  pill-box  strong- 
holds. 

'  Overlooking  Passchendaele 

To  the  right  our  infantry  scored  a  signal  success  in 
advancing  beyond  their  objectives  to  the  dominating  spur 
on  the  Passchendaele-Zonnebeke  road  overlooking  Passch- 
endaele itself.  Driven  from  his  strong  positions  and  organ- 
ized defences,  the  enemy  is  fighting  desperately  to  regain 
control  of  Bellevue  Spur  and  the  dominating  ridge  to  the 
south.  Realizing  the  tremendous  importance  of  this  high 
ground,  which  information  from  captured  prisoners  proves 
the  German  infantry  were  ordered  to  hold  until  the  whole 
garrison  was  killed  or  captured,  the  enemy  in  the  last 
twelve  hours  has  launched  no  less  than  four  counter- 
attacks, two  directly  against  Bellevue  Spur  and  the  rest 
acrainst  our  positions  to  the  south.

WINNIPEO,  Oct.  II.— The  laUat 
flgtirea  given  out  by  E^  R.  Chapman, 
Reglatrar  for  Manitoba  under  the  Mili- 
tary Service  Act,  ahow  that  t.ltl  men 
havo  m.#>  claim  for  exemption,  and 
1.2lll>  have  reported  for  service,  a  total 
of  10,47c.  Taking  the  number  of  Claaa 
One  men  in  M.  D.  10  aa  approximately 
40.000.  which  la  the  estimate  of  the 
aathoritiea.  there  are  still  almost  SO.OOO 
men  to  preaent  themaelvea,  with  only 
twelve  days  left. 


LONDON,  Oct.  28. — The  entire  Merckem  peninsula  near  Dix- 
mude has  been  captured  by  the  Entente  force*,  according  to. the 
British  official  communication   issued  this  evening;. 

The  communication  adds  that  more  pri.«ioners  also  have  been 
taken.    The  text  reads:        .  » 

"During  the  course  of- the  day  operations  by  French  and  Belgian 
forces  north  of  Merckem  were  successfully  carried  out.  The  village 
of  LUyghem  was  captured  this  morning  by  Frfench  troops  and  the 
whole  Merckmen  peninsula  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Allies,  A 
further  nurrnb^r  of  prisoners  has  been  captured. 

**On  the  battle  front  the  activity  of  bo.th  artilleries  continues- 
The  hostile  artillery  has  been  more  active  south  of  Lens,

"Aviation — Yesterday  large  numbers  of  our  own  and  the  enemy's 
airplanes  were. up  from  early  morning  till  dark.  A  great  deal  of 
artillery  work  was  done  by  our  machines.  Several  thousand  rounds 
were  fired  from  heights  ranging  from  loo  to  i,ooo  feet  at  hostile 
targets  on  the  ground.  During  the  day  29  heavy  bombs  were 
dropped  on  the  Roulers  station  and  six  on  the  Engle  airdrome^  and 
121  fighter  bombs  on  hostile  billets  east  of  Lens,  and  124  on  other 
targets  opposite  the  battle  front. 

"As  soon  as  it  became  dark  our  night  flying  squadrons  con- 
tinued bombing  and  dropped  over  four  tons  of  bombs  on  seven 
enemy  airdromes  and  on  three, important  railway  stations.  Several 
hits  were  observed  near  hangars  and  on  railway  tracks,  while  on* 
bomb  fell  on  a  train  setting  it  on  fire.

Oct  tt.-^K  ooval  feature 
in  ceniMCtkm  with  the  Military  flerrloe 
Act  may  be  the  eetabllehment  of  Cana- 
dian exeinptloD  trlbunaU  in  the  United 
8)alee.

For  this  purpose  an  order-ln-council 
has  bsen  passed  whidb  relates  that  the 
MInleter  of  Justice  may  provide  for  the 
dispatch,  to  men  within  any  class  called 
out  by  a  proclamation  who  are  resi- 
dent outside  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
of  forms  of  report  for  service  and  of 
claims  for  exemption  from  service,  for 
the  proper  reoordlnr  of  such  reports 
and  claims  whsn  executed  and  returned, 
and  such  medical  examination  as  may 
Ju  reauired  and  a  constitution  ef  local 
tribunals  within  or  out  of  Canada  for 
the  hearlnc  and  determination  of  the 
rlalnts  for  exemption  which  may  be 
received    from     men    IIyIht     outside   of 


Canada. 

Establishment  of  any  Canadian  tri- 
bunals across  the  line  would  necesiiartiy 
be  with  the  consent  of  the  United  States 
Government.      Men     who     have    servef 


with  the  CX.V.  In  Canada,  but  ha-w 
not  t>een  overseas,  are  required  to  re- 
port or  to  claim  exemption  as  the  case 
may  be.

An  exception  In  the  Military  Bervloe 
Act  respecting  discharged  men  had 
fiven  rise  to  some  mlsunderstandlnc 
It  excepts  men  who  have  since  August 
4,  1>14,  served  in  the  military  or  naval 
forces  of  Oreat  Britain  or  her  AlUea  in 
any  theatre  of  actual  war  and  have 
been  honorably  discharced  therefrom. 

The  dlfflculty  lay  In  deflalns  a 
"theatre  of  actual  war,"  and  whether 
or  not  men  would  be  exempted  who  had 
merely  been  to  Knrland.  An  authori- 
tative definition  of  the  phrase  is  that 
It  covers  the  case  of  men  "who  have 
served  overseas  whether  or  not  they 
have  been  in  direct  contact  with  the 
enemy." 

Men  who  have  overseas  and  honor- 
ably discharged  will  therefore  be  ex>- 
eepted. 

To  clear  up  prevalent  misconceptions, 
the  Canadian  press  Is  requested  to 
state  that  all  men  comlngr  within  Class 
1,  no  matter  of  what  medical  category 
(and  not  excepted  by  the  act)  are  re- 
quired either  to  report  for  service  or 
claim  exemption.

Premier  Kerensky  Denies  Pos- 
sibility of  Surrender— Peas- 
ants Disapprove  of  Work- 
men's and  Soldiers'  Congress 


rKTROGRAD,  Oct.  28.— Premier  Ker- 
ensky, speaking  on  Saturday  In  the 
preliminary  Parliament,  said  that  the 
Ciovernment  never  had  debated  the  pos- 
sibility of  surrendering  Petrograd  to 
the  enemy,  as  alleged  by  soma  news- 
papers. On  the  contrary,  the  defence 
of  the  capital  to  the  uttermost  had 
been  the  constant  preoccupation  of  the 
Government,  which,  as  a  result  of  Its 
deliberations,  decided  not  to  leave 
Petrograd  until  the  highest  Interests  of 
the  state  demanded  such  a  course. 

Premier  Kerensky  added  that  the 
present  Htrateglc  situation  was  such 
that  there  was  no  necessity  for  the 
preliminary  Parliament  to  discuss  the 
question  as  a  matter  of  urgency.  If 
the  evacuation  of  Petrograd  was  de- 
cided on  It  would  not  be  due  to  military 
events,  but  to  the  dlfflcultles  of  obtain- 
ing supplies  of  food  and  fuel.  All 
measuTCB  taken  had  for  their  object  the 
.  strengthening  of  the  city's  defence. 

The  Council  of  Peasants'  Deputies 
adopted  a  resnlution,  with  only  three 
dissenting  votes,  disapproving  of  the 
proposed  Workmen's  and  Soldiers'  Con- 
''greiis  to  be  held  on  November  2,  as 
^  such  an  undertaking  on  the  eve  of  the 
constituent  assembly  might  provoke  a 
civil   war.

BRITISH  FRONT  IN  BUlANCK  A.N'D 
BELGIUM,  Oct.  28.— (By  the  Associated 
Press.) — The  story  of  the  highly  im- 
portant victory  won  by  the  French  and 
Belgian  armies  over  the  marsh  lands 
of  Flanders  yesterday  Is  the  record  of 
a  spectacular  military  operation  which, 
before  its  completion,  would  have  seem- 
ed .  impossible  to  the  average  expert. 
It  Is  a  story  of  men  who  battled  their 
way  forward  over  morasses  and  through 
water  into  which  they  sank  literally 
to  the  neck  at  times  and  with  rifle 
and  cold  steel  conquered  the  enemy  In 
a  large  and  vital  atrip  of  territory, 
which  includes  within  Its  borders  such 
places  as  Klpi>e,  Mercken,  Aschoope,  and 
Kostermolen.

NOTED  COUNSEL  DIES

TORONTO.  Oct.  tt. — ^M.  K.  Cowan, 
K.C.,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Ontario 
Bar  and  a  member  of  the  lair  Arm  of 
Pasken.  Cowan  and  CThadwlek,  died 
h^e  tonight  after  an  Illness  of  three 
months.  Deceased  was  particularly 
well  known  as  a  railway  counsel,  for 
many  years  being  directly  connected 
with  the  legal  department  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway.

who  were  watching  from  their  lines 
across  the  floods.  Joined  In  their  num- 
bers, piling  into  ferries,  poled  their  way 
to  the  eastern  shore  and  hurled  them- 
selves on  the  Germans  concealed  in  the 
region  of  Luyghem  with  such  good 
effect  that  they  quickly  mopped  up  this 
entire  northern  tip  of  the  so-called 
Luyghem   peninsula. 

The  territory  conquered  yesterday  Is 
a  strip  of  land  about  7,000  yards  long 
and  varying  In  width  from  1,500  yards 
at  the  narrowest  place  to  3,000  at  the 
widest.  If  a  line  be  drawn  from  a 
point  Just  north  of  Langewaed  west- 
ward almost  to  Sevekoien,  this  would 
constitute  the  base  of  this  strip.  From 
this  base  It  extends  In  a  northwesterly 
direction,  running  to  Its  tip;  that  Is 
Luyghem  peninsula,  up  Into  an  Inun- 
dated area  formed  on  the  west  by  the 
Tser  waterways  and  on  the  east  by  the 
Steenlulsvaart  River,  a  large  lake 
known  as  Le  Blankaert,  and  streams 
flowing  southward  from  this  body  of 
water.  The  French  began  their  attack 
at  dawn  after  heavy  artillery  prepara- 
tion which  had  reduced  many  concrete 
defences. 

In  their  push  on  Friday  they  had 
moved  forward  over  a  thousand  ysrds' 
front  to  the  lines  which  ran  east  from 
Langewaed.  When  they  passed  ft  was 
at  the  edge  of  a  marsh  which  wan  Im- 
passable for  large  bodies  of  Infantry. 
However  small  bodies  of  Pollus  waded 
through  the  water  and  captured  two 
farms,  one  on  either  end  of  the  line  of 
advance.  These  farms  provided  a 
bridgehead,  and  by  a  wonderful  feat  of 
the  Kngineers  lines  of  pontoons  were 
slung  across  the  marsh  on  Friday  night. 
In  order  to  accomplish  this  It  was 
nfcesnnry  for  the  men  to  work  in  water 
reaching  above   their  shoulders. 

Over  these  bridges  the  infantry  ad- 
vahced  at  5:15  o'clotnc  yesterday  morn- 
ing, and  at  the  same  time  troops-'^Vn 
their  right  shoved  shead  along  ground 
which  a-as  drier.  The  Pollus  swept  for- 
ward, *  rapidly  reducing  the  concrete 
fortlflcatlons  that  still  remslned  with 
hand   grenades,  bombs  and  rifles. 


TRYING  TO  PUT 
BllEONFIIJUICE 


German  Socialist  Organ  Says 
Determination  to  Recover  Al- 
sace-Lorraine Alone  Stands 
in  Way  of  Peace. 


BKRLIN.  via  London,  Oct.  2t. — Only 
the  determination  of  France  to  recover 
Alssce-I..orrslne  stands  in  the  wsy  of 
an  Immediate  termination  of  the  war 
Is  the  opinion  of  Vorwserts. 

"The  latest  proceedings  in  the  French 
Chsmber  of  Deputies."  the  Socisllst  or- 
gsn  declsres,  "conflrm  Foreign  Minister 
von  Kuehlmsnn's  InterpreUtlon  thst 
there  Is  no  Issue  prevailing  outsirie  that 
of  Alsane-I^orralne  regarding  which  a 
complete  understanding  is  Impossible. 
Germany,  under  present  rircumstances, 
cannot  surrender  Alsace* Lorraine.  No 
one  in  Gemtany  is  even  thinking'  of 
making  France  a  present  of  the  two 
provinces,  and  It  would  seem  the  Freneh 
do  aat  want  them  In  the  form  of  a 
gift.  They  are  demanding  Alsace-Lor- 
raine ss  a  symbol  of  their  victory  over 
the  Germans:  not  s  victory  of  suceess- 
fnl  defence  end  complete  self-tM-eserva- 
tlon,  which  they  might  hsve  today,  but 
a  victory  of  conquest,  a  victory  so  com- 
plete that  the  defeated  party  would  be 
forced  to  accept  terms  eqntvalant  to 
abject    humiliation. 

"To  achieve  this  victory  the  Freneh 
want  to  continue  the  war.  France  wanta 
to  permit  more  Frenchmen  to  die  in 
order  that  Germans  may  become 
French  ritlsens.  Not  only  does  It  want 
to  sacrlAee  Frenchmen,  but  also  Rus- 
sians, Knrllshmea.  Italians,  Relglaaa. 
SerMaas.  Roumanians  snd  Portugueaa. 
All  mankind  la  to  he  hurled  into  the 
Jews  of  hen  heeaoae  of  thU  ismte  of 
AlNs<<e-I.rfnTstne.  The  French  Govern, 
meat  so  wille  it.  aad  we  are  sorry  to 
aay  wc  cannot  prevent  her."

SOLDIERS' VOTE    > 
CAUSES  TROUBLE 


Hon.  J.  A,  Catder  Explains 
Difficulties  of  Political  Situ- 
ation— Prime  Minister  Will 
Name  Union  Candidates. 


RBOINA,  Bask..  Oct.  tt.— Hon.  J.  A. 
Calder.  JCtnister  of  Immigration  and 
ColoBlsatlon.  left  on  the  Imparlsl  Lim- 
ited this  morning  for  the  Coast.  Seen 
last  Saturday  night  by  the  Canadian 
Press   correspondent,   he   said: 

"We  have  opened  Union  Government 
oflloe^  in  Reglna  for  the  whole  Province, 
and  a  slmilsr  office  has  been  estab- 
lished In  Winnipeg  for  Manitoba.  Lesd- 
ing  public  men  In  both  the  great  polit- 
ical parties  are  endeavoring  in  every 
way  possible  to  bring  harmony  and 
good  feeling  out  of  a  very  difficult  sit- 
uation. There  Is  no  use  disguising  the 
fact  that  difficulties  are  many,  owltig 
mainly  to  a  provision  In  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  soldiers'  overseas  vote.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  are  l>etween 
SOO.OOO  and  400.000  soldiers'  votes  that 
will  be  cast  when  the  ele^tlon  Is  held. 
There  would  be  little  or  no  trouble  If 
each  soldier  were  required  to  vote  for 
a  particular  candidate,  giving  his  name 
er  marking  his  cross  after  a  name. 
As  It  Is,  each  soldier  Is  permitted  to 
vote  for  the  Government,  for  the  Op- 
position, for  I.«l>or,  or  for  sn  Indepan- 
dent  acandldate  without  naming  him  at 
all,  or  without  even  knowing  his  name. 

OoawlMt  roaalMUtlea 

"On  account  of  thU  provlalon  In  tha 
laa*.  It  waa  thought  necessary  by  the 
late  Government  and  Parliament  to  in- 
clude another  provision  which  requlr 
the  leaders  of  the  Government  and  Op- 
position to  name  their  candidate  before 
election  day  In  order  that  It  may  be 
snown  WHO  wTit  ger  xnese 
votes.  And  now  that  a  Union  Govern- 
ment has  been  formed  and  there  Is  a 
possibility  of  there  being  two  ITnionlxt 
candidatea,  one  Liberal  and  one  Conser- 
vative running  in*  the  same  constit- 
uency, the  situation  becomes  more  com- 
plex. Considered  from  every  possible 
angle,  it  would  seem  that  the  moat 
direct  and  equitable  a'ay  of  dealing 
with  the  matter  Is  to  agree  before  nom- 
ination, day  on  a  candidate  in  each  dis- 
trict who  will  be  generally  acceptable 
to  the  majority  of  the  people,  on  the 
understanding  that  if  he  secures  nom- 
ination he  will  be  endorsed  by  '  Sir 
Robert  Borden  as  the  Unionist  candi- 
date for  the  overseas  vote. 

"The  solution  of  the  problem  Is  a 
most  troublesome  one.  Xobody  desires 
during  these  times  to  resort  to  any- 
thing Ilka  'machine  politics,'  or  dicta- 
tion. Everybody  realises  that  there  Is 
a  genuine  get-together  spirit  among  the 
reople,  and  yet  decisions  simply  have 
to  be  reached  regarding  this  overseas 
vote;  otherwise  there  will  be  a  hopeless 
muddle  later  on,  and  all  sorts  of  diffi- 
culties and  trouble  will  arise  In  decid- 
ing, between  candidates  as  to  who 
should  get  the  vote.  Further  than  that. 
It  must  be  recognised  that  In  many 
districts  It  Is  quite  likely  the  nnldlern' 
vote  will  determine  tha  result  of  ths 
election. 

Oaly  Ooatae  Opaa 

"Personally.  I  regret  very  murji  that 
the  provisions  of  the  law  are  surh  as 
to  bring  about  the  conditions  referred 
to.  The  law.  however.  Is  there,  snd  It 
cannot  be  altered  except  by  the  new 
Psrilament  ,and,  consequently,  not  be- 
fore the  election.  This  being  the  case, 
the  only  thing  that  can  ha  done  Is  to 
endeavor  to  And  some  solution  of  the 
practical  difficulty  that  confronts  us. 
As  yet  the  only  solution  suggested  by 
anybody  is  that  there  should  he  an 
understanding  that  the  Premier  ahould 
adopt  as  his  candidates  LIbersI  Union- 
ists In  eertsin  districts  and  Conservs- 
tlve  Unionists  tn  others.  It  Is  for  this 
resson  thnt  an  effort  Is  being  made  to 
work  nut  possible  nominations  along 
this  line.  Nobody  likes  the  pisn,  hut 
there  sppears  to  be  no  other  course 
open." 

Mr.  Calder  also  uiinounres  that  ha 
will  stand  for  election  In  Moosejaw. 
constituency.  He  wss  Invited  to  run 
both  In  Moosejaw  snd  In  Reglna.
